Committee. Duties include: creating

and distributing numerous forms of
publicity; managing phone calls
and correspondence requesting
information on both the Literary
Conference and the Short Story
Contests; maintaining a complete
database of all inquires for informa-
tion; keeping thorough records of
ticket sales; and coordinating and
overseeing conference logistics. The
intern also may be required to per-
form other duties as assigned.

Gatsby,” “Tender is the Night,” and
other classic novels and short stories,
spent childhood summers with rela-
tives in the Rockville area. He, his
wife, Zelda, and their daughter,
Scottie, are buried among other
relatives at historic St. Mary’s Church
in Rockville.

Oct. 2 and 3 conference.
Called one of America’s most ver-

satile, serious writers, Oates is the
author of a number of distinguished
books in several genres, all pub-
lished within the past 25 years. In
addition to numerous novels and
short story collections, she has pub-
lished several volumes of poetry,
books of plays, five books of literary
criticism, and the book-length essay
“On Boxing.”

Her writing has earned her much
praise and many awards, including
the PEN/Malamud Award for Excel-
lence in short fiction, the Rosenthal
Award form the American Acad-
emy – Institute of Arts and Letters, a
Guggenheim Fellowship, the
O’Henry Prize for Continued
Achievement in the Short Story, the
National Book Award for her novel
Them, and in 1978, membership in
the American Academy-Institute.
Her work, “What I Lived For,” was
nominated for the 1995 PEN/
Faulkner Award.

Oates’ recent novels include
“Man Crazy” (Dutton, Sept. 1997),
“Double Delight” (Dutton, June
1997), “Zombie” (1995), “We Were
the Mulvaneys” (Dutton, 1996), “Ten-
derness” (Ontario Review, 1996),
“Will You Always Love Me? And
Other Short Stories by Joyce Carol
Oates” (1996), “What I Lived For”
(1994), “Haunted: Tales of the Gro-
tesque” (1994), “Where Are You Go-
ing, Where Have You Been? Se-
lected Short Stories by Joyce Carol
Oates” (1993), and “Foxfire: Confes-
sions of a Girl Gang” (1993).
